Washington, November, 17.— 
In addition to the administration 
of its waste lands for forest pur- 
poses, the individnal state should 
play a part in cooDorating with 
private timberiand owners, com- 
mensurate with the interest 
which the state has in maintain- 
ing its timber supply. 

This principal is enunciated 
by th«» committee on state fores 
try at the national conservation 
congress here. The committee 
further recommends as general 
principals for the practice of 
state forestry everywhere that 
the governing board should be 
removed from partisan political 
control, and that the state foreB 
ter should be fitted tor his work 
by professional training and ex- 
perience. 

Civil service should govern in 
the selection of all forest officers, 
and all industries directly depen- 
dent on the forests should be 
represeuted on the state forestry 
board. Further, the committee 
says, the forest officer should 
have ample discretionary power, 
and should be delegated enough 
authority to settle controversies 
as they arise. 

After an organization is form 
ed it should be provided with 
machinery which will make its 
work effective, such as ample 
funds, a sufficient force, prompt 
and effective measures againBt 
forest vandalism, and a strong 
police power. Without includ- 
ing all these tbingp, the com- 
mittee says, state legislation will 
fail of its purpose and largely 
bo a dead letter.
